When the condition of the American 
Reserve Company was made public 
Tuesday, a meeting of the Board of Di¬ 
rectors of the Continental Securities 
Company was called. Vice presidents 
H. G. Austin and W. J. Kress, of the 
reserve company, were present and ob¬ 
jected to a motion that the $650,000 
worth of bonds in the reserve com¬ 
pany's vaults be withdrawn. The vote, 
however, defeated the objection, and 
tho authorities were told that the bonds 
were actually removed from the re¬ 
serve company's vaults and taken to 
some other place. According to the 
contentions of Mr. Austin, the reserve 
company is solvent if the $550,000 se¬ 
curities are returned. Wheth-r civil 
action will be taken has not yet been 
decided.

SEARCHING INQUIRY 


INTO RELATIONS OF OIL TRUST 
AND RAILROADS. 


Investigation To Begin At Once By 
the Department of Justioe. 


More than fifty new complainants 
joined to-day In the attack on the 


Washington, May 3—The statement 
Is authoritatively made that the De¬ 
partment of Justice will immediately 
begin a nlnvestlgation of the relations 
of tho so-called oil trust and a number 
of railroads with a view of determining 
whether there have been violations of 
the anti-rebate law. 

The lasts for this Investigation will 
be the Information recently submitted 
to the President In a report of Com¬ 
missioner Garfield, of the Bureau of 
Corporations, which Is soon to be mode 
public. This report. It Is learned, deals 
only with the subject of rebates and 
does not go Into the question of viola¬ 
tions of the ant I* trust law. 

If It Is found that rebates have been 
given by the railroads and accepted 
by thoso- called oil trust, steps will be 
at once token. It Is asserted, to bring 
the matter before the grand juries In 
the localities where the alleged viola¬ 
tions took place, with a view to prose¬ 
cutions In the courts. It Is not thought 
that the Department of Justice In con- 


nets, Mayor Combs and other impor¬ 
tant local people.

STRIKE FEELING 

INTENSIFIED 


BY MOUNT CAB MEL SHOOTING, 
SAYS MITCHELL. 


SENTIMENT OF DELEGATES AL¬ 
MOST UNANIMOUS. 


OPENING DAY IN SCRANTON. 


Private Consumers Get Elec¬ 
tricity at Nine Cents. 


Atherton Syndicate Remedy 
Defects of Former Measure. 


REFERRED WITHOUT DEBATE. 


Scranton, Pa.. May 3.—To-day’s ses¬ 
sions of the miners* tri-distrlct conven¬ 
tion were unprofitable except Insofar 
us they revealed that the sentiment of 
practically all of the 600 delegates In 
attendance Is for a strike. To-night It 
Is believed that nothing short of a mira¬ 
cle can prevent a strike from being de¬ 
clared either to-morrow afternoon or 
Saturday. At the conclusion of the aft¬ 
ernoon session President Mitchell made 
a statement In the course of which he 
used the, word "strike" for the first 
tiro© since the j«ceaent negotiations be¬ 
gan. Here Is what he said to the news¬ 
paper men: 

"There Is not much to say at tfcils 
time. As wtis indicated while you wen* 
present at th© opening of the afternoon 
session, the sentiment seems very 
strong against accepting the conditions 
and restricted arbitration schedule pro¬ 
posed by the operators or renewing the 
award of the anthracite strike commis¬ 
sion for a period of three years. The 
strike feeling has been intensified by 
the unfortunate and unjustifiable action 
of the State constabulary at Mount 
Qarmel, a* well as their conduct In oth¬ 
er ports of the coal regions. Of course, 
it cannot be stated positively until Fri¬ 
day afternoon or Saturday what the 
vote will be." 

The morning session of the convention 
w-as purely formal. 

In the afternoon the convention re¬ 
mained In executive session until & 
o’clock, when an adjournment was 
tak-n until to-morrow morning at lo 
o'clock.

A new ordinance asking for the sale 
of a franchise granting the privilege of 
furnishing electricity In th© city of 
Louisville was introduced In the lower 
board of the General Council last night 
by Councilman Edward G. Hill. With¬ 
out debate, it was referred to the Joint 
Committee on FI mince and Revision* 
Tho new ordinance, which la backed 
by the same Interests as the former or¬ 
dinance, that Is, th© Jnnes-Atherton 
people. Is dt^rigned to meet some of the 
objections to the recently defeated 
measure. 

The new ordinance provides that tha 
price of electricity shall not be mots 
than nine cents per 1,000 kilowatts, and 
that th© price to the city for Inclosed 
arc lamps of the same pattern and* 
burning the same number of hours :t* 
those being furnished by the Louis¬ 
ville Lighting Company at $74 per year, 
shall not exceed $67 per year. Th# 
company securing the franchise shall 
furnish such lights. If required by th# 
city, at any point reached by Its wires. 
The ordinance stipulates th© company 
securing the franchise shall begin work 
on construction of Its plant within thir¬ 
ty days after the franchise shall b# 
effective, and cover an area at l«u* 
on© square mile of territory in the city 
within two years. 

The upset price of the franchise la 
placed at $10,000. The ordinance stipu¬ 
lates id no that the Ix>ulsville Lighting 
Company shall not be permitted to bid 
on the franchise, as the object of dis¬ 
poning of the franchise Is to secure 
competition In electricity. The com¬ 
pany must execute a $60,000 bond for 
the faithful performance of obliga¬ 
tions Imposed by th# ordinance.

THE FORAKER’SHAW BOOMS. 


Washington, May 3. — [Speclsi.]— 
Democratic Senators art-* about ready to 
admit to-day thut the Republicans have 
the railroad rate situation well In hand 
In the Senate, and will l>« able to pass 
a measure without the assistance of 
Democratic votes. That this would 
finally be the case there has b*vn Ut¬ 
ile doubt for *'»m* lime past. The rail¬ 
way Senators Nil«ve that If the Hep¬ 
burn Bill Is f^ttaed substantially ns it 
came from the House, it will be knock¬ 
ed out by tho Supreme Court. Tho 
amendment to be submitted comprizes 
a very few words, something like the 
follow lug; 

"In suits brought against the Inter¬ 
state Commerce Commission to set 
aside Its orders, the Circuit Courts of 
the United States shall have Jurisdic¬ 
tion." It Is said that another part 
of the amendment provides for a re¬ 
view by the Federal Courts of the ef¬ 
fect Of rate fixing orders uf the Inter¬ 
state Commerce Commission on the 
statutory rights of common carriers.

No Prospect of Change. 

There Is no likelihood of Congress 
making any change In its heretofore 
ex-French plan of building a lock canal 
at Panama. Those favoring n lock ca¬ 
nal give In brief their reasons as fol¬ 
lows; "That a tea level can*»l w;U cost 
$ 200 , 000,000 more; thnt the lock cunal 
can be constructed In half the time; 
that under a hark cannl a better regu¬ 
lation (k the turbulent river freshets 
can be *n>taJned; that the eea level ca¬ 
nal will be too narrow for the biggest 
ships; thnt the coat of maintenance uf 
th«* sea level canal over the lock would 
be $3,000,000 annually; that the currents 
In « sea level canal, a re often so swift 
as to Interfere wMth navigation."

Foraker and Shaw. 


Regardless of his course In the Sen¬ 
ate against railroad legislation of a 
nature calculated to give relief to the 
shippers. Ohio Republican politicians 
say Senator Foraker has a firm grasp 
on the puny organization of his State, 
and will have no difficulty In getting 
the State’s delegation instructed for 
him for the Republican Presidential 
nomination. The convention, of course. 
Is two years off and many things may 
happen In that time to upset present 
calculations. The Republican State 
convention of this year will tfleet In 
August. Some of the Senator's friends 
are anxious thut a resolution be adopt¬ 
ed at the convention Indorsing him. 
but the Senator himself will not coun¬ 
tenance the movement. Opposition 
would be provoked and the feeling en¬ 
gendered might Jeopardise party suc¬ 
cess. Secretary Shaw, on tho other 
hand, does not seem to be meeting with 
us loyal support In his home State as 
Senator Foraker. The other day a 
Congressional convention declined to 
Indorse the Secretary, and now some¬ 
thing even worse has happened. The 
Hurd In county Republican convention 
adopted a resolution by a la^gc major¬ 
ity condemning the Secretary for In¬ 
terference In this year's campaign. 
Later. In the interest of "harmony," 
the resolution was rescinded, but the 
temper of the convention was strongly 
against Shaw.

The Spanish Tariff. 

Consul General Ben Ridgely, at Bar¬ 
celona, Spain, has submitted an inter¬ 
esting report to the State Department 
on the new Spanish tariff, which will 
go Into effect July t. Mr Rid* ly says 
American products are seriously affect¬ 
ed. generally unfavorably. American 
typewriters were* just beginning to 
make their way In Spain and a big 
business was predicted for the next 
five years, but under the new tariff 
the duty Is $45 a machine A big type¬ 
writer factory Is to be t»ullt m»ar Bar¬ 
celona, which accounts for thin duty. 
All foreign electrical machinery will be 
shut nut. while cash registers, hard¬ 
ware, household and kitchen utenMts, 
phonographs and automobiles are to 
pay « heavy tax. Mr Ridgely says 
lubricating oil will pay 1 es* tax than 
heretofore, but the mo»i notable reduc¬ 
tion Is in American tinned beef and 
mutton, which have heretofore b^n 
kept out because of the prohibitive 
duty. Mr. Ridgely add* that Importers 
of tinned meats are Jubilant, as it is 
believed these products will soon be¬ 
come Immensely popular In .Spain, 
where all fresh meat Is dear and gen¬ 
erally poor.

As soon as one class neared 
tho redemption point the agents of the 
company would persuade the holders 
to switch their holdings to another set 
of more favorable appearing bonds, 
which were unredeemable for sumo 
time. By this plan. Jt is declared by 
the bondholders, who ard attacking the 
solvency of the company, business has 
been conducted for so many years 
without exposure.

Mr. Tillman took the floor to put into 
tho record a number of statements he 
hod gathered to Justify hts position 
that tho people distrust the Federal 
courts. Preliminarily he announced 
that he did not intend a wholesale on¬ 
slaught on tho Judiciary, and ho ac¬ 
quit tod the Supreme Court especially 
of questionable proceedings, although, 
he said, it had •‘wobbled” more or la 
In the South, lie went on. there were 
many excellent Judges, but on the other 
hand somo of them had “been guilty 
of very qucetionable and discreditable 
oota” Many of them were, he sold, 
unduly prejudiced In favor of the rail¬ 
roads and were wholly unfit to be trust 
ed with the power of passing on rail* 
rood questions. Hence, he argued that 
there would be no great risk In pre¬ 
venting their Interference In such coses. 
'Tf Is utterly absurd to show that the 
Judges are higher creatures than other 
men,” he said. 

• • • 

Cites Income Tax Case. 


He referred to the division of the 
Supreme Court on the Income tax case, 
saying that in that case one of the 
Judge* had changed his mind. “Thus, 
he said, "the practice of a century was 
reversed and the country submitted 
merely because of the plea that the 
highest court of the country must be 
sustained.” He could not accept the 
idea that there was anything holy about 
a Judge, "and when we see how the 
highest Judges differ or change their 
mind a possibly because tomeihlng gets 
the matter with their stomachs or they 
sleep badly, wo cannot be blamed If we 
conclude that they are not Infallible.” 

He therefore saw no reason why the 
nonsuspension provision should not be 
"tried on.” 

He also cited other cases in other 
courts Intended to show that somo 
Judges are “not only not infallible, but 
not Incorruptible.”

A Judge’s Alleged Jag. 

The finer of the references was made 
to Judge Smith McPherson, of Iowa, 
who was represented In an article In 
the New* York World of the 3oth of 
March last os having appeared at a 
banquet to Gov. Cummins at Council 
Bluffs In such a condition os "not to be 
able to stand up without clinging to 
the table.” 

Mr. Carter defended Judge McPher¬ 
son as a man of great learning and of 
probity of ohameter. If In participat¬ 
ing In the banquet he had entered into 
the spirit of the occasion he had mere¬ 
ly shown himself as a good fellow. He 
criticised the course of the man who 
had given out the occurrences at a 
banquet. He bad never heard anyone 
intimate that Judge McPherson was 
guilty of an excess In the use of Intox¬ 
icating liquors. 

Mr. Dolliver suld that the Judge had 
never been charged with a want of 
Judicial fairness.

House Numbers and Street Names. 

The announq^ment that progress Is 
being mode toward putting into oper¬ 
ation the ordinance passed several 
months ago by the General Council for 
a more correct system of numbering 
the houses in the city will be received 
with general. gratification. Plats are 
being prepared showing the houses on 
each street and the owners will be duly 
notified and required to place the 
proper numbers upon their buildings. 
A., heretofore. First street will be 
the north and south Jtne .dividing the 
city, the houses being 'numbered east 
and w;est. according as they lie in that 
relation to the street. Main street will 
be the line of division running east 
and west and the houses will bo 
north or south by similar rule. The 
chief Improvement in /Iho new system 
will be its uniformity in the numbering 
of the houses In blocks and streets. 
•Under the present system this is not 
the case, as the houses on ono sldo of 
some blocks a?h frequently one or two 
hundred numbers greater than on the 
other, or greater than the number on 
those of the next paioJlel streets. 

Much of this confusion has arisen 
from numbering houses on short blocks 
formed by streets which do not pass 
through the opposite ones, and it la the 
object of tile new ordinance to remedy 
this. Thu numbers opposite to each 
other on the ssimcv street will corre¬ 
spond as far as practicable. A frontage 
of twenty-five feet will be allowed for 
such number, bat v here a house shall 
be upon a lot of a greater number of 
feet its number will be* that upon which 
It or the greater part of it stands. 
This will constitute a uniform system, 
which will be a great Improvement 
upon that which has grown out of the 
extension of the city beyond the limit 
of the old rectangular plan of blocks 
and the laying oft of new streots and 
blocks of various dimensions and 
lengths. 

But there Is another matter touching 
uu streets which equally needs atten¬ 
tion, and that Is the attaching of names 
to those at the comers, which will 
enable the streets to be Identified. As 
It is now a stranger has no guide by 
which to find his way Id any part of 
the city, while residents are equally at 
a loss in the portions of the city un¬ 
frequented by them. Eight or ten years 
ago an ordinance was passed requiring 
the placing of such signs on a house at 
each street corner and for a few years 
• they answered the purpose for which 
they were designed. But gradually they 
became illegible, were painted over or 
covered by signs until It would now 
b* hard to find a readable one with a 
search warrant. The lack of these signs 
will be much felt at tho "Home Com¬ 
ing/' and as it can be done without 
waiting for the execution of the ordi¬ 
nance in regard to the numbering of 
(he houses, it would be a great public 
convenience if tho General Council 
Could carry out this suggestion before 
that time. 


National Finances. 

For tho month of April the Govern¬ 
ment received from customs $2M81.323 
sgulwit 120.040.945 for April. 1905. In¬ 
ternal revenue yielded $19,083,153, an 
increase of two mil lions over last y«*ar. 
There was also a gain in mtseeltnncou* 
receipt*. The total expenditure in 
April wo* $47,825,100. 

For tho ten months ended April 30, 
1906. the total receipts were $491,567.- 
6 lo .vs compared with $451,714,149 fur

tho corresponding period in the last fis¬ 
cal year. This shows a gain of about 
forty million dollars. Tho expendi¬ 
tures have aggregated $487,537,044 as 
compared with $485,405,506 for last 
year. 

Tho receipts have, therefore, In¬ 
creased 4 U a much higher rate than the 
expenditures. Last year, however, 
there was a considerable deficit, while 
tho promise this year is a small surplus 
of receipts over expenditures.

8 ilver, 4 loleu aboard in the dead 
of night and had drugged the drink of 
the crew wiiRet they slept, so that when 
they awoke and took their morning 
draught they fell Into a state of frenzy; 
and. knowing not what they did, they 
rose In mutiny and rage against their 
faithful, trained, and courageous officers, 
sending them adrift in a leaky boat 
to the Inhospitable shores of a desert 
Island, to be heard of nevermore, and 
putting In their places a number of new. 
untried, and unskillful helmsmen. And* 
then how. though all of them had been 
riding triumphant tho safe depths of 
midocean, the winds came and howled, 
and the waters hissed and roared, and 
the wavea leaped mountain-high, until 
the ship, having no pilot, floundering 
hither and thither at the mercy of the 
elements, ipe poor sailors, quite at their 
wit's end. ran at last Into the break¬ 
ers and upon the rocks. And how the 
old plrate-shlp, “Protection/* which peo¬ 
ple thought had been sent to the bottom 
years before, but which somehow was 
kept afloat and refitted and ordered 
to sea again, came sailing along that 
way.

These things, the Old Lady at the 
Corner—as here In Louisville the Cou¬ 
rier-Journal is sometimes called—was 
telling the mice Utile Democratic boys 
and girls, who had gathered about her 
knee and climbed into her ©ver-open 
arms, crying. “Gra'mn, tell us a story/' 
and “Gra’ma, tell us some more/' And 
she was already “gittln* powerful 
choked and mighty dlsforgitfnl." as 
Uncle Remus would say. It had been 
particularly hard for her to talk about 
the dead, about Beck and Wells and 
Hurd and “the dear old Parseo Mer¬ 
chant/' Moore, and the rest. If she had 
got to Vance, “superb old Zeb Vance/’ 
that would have done her up “fo' rhoV 
Yet—and. after this long prelude, here 
we reach the matter at Issue—the Char¬ 
lotte Observer rises up In meeting and 
says. 

“In this enumeration of ‘the giants of 
the old debate' Senator Vance should cor- 


wom. fell with him. Vance gently pick¬ 
ed it up and laid it sadly away. Ho did 
not put It on. It would not have fit him 
and he did not need it. He wore al¬ 
ready a mantle of his own; a mantle 
made of splendid stuff and richly lined;

And this, with Us walling note— 

• For its oh. to be a stava, 

Along with the barbarous Turk," 

And this— 

•'It I* not Unei you'r wearing out, 

Bui human creature's Uvea." 

And this— 

* Oh. God. that bread should be so dear. 
And, flesh and blood so cheap." 

Forget him? Leave him out? Him, 
who fought with both Beck and Car¬ 
lisle, smiting the mailed legions of the 
Yellow Rich, hip and thigh—who. with 
Tom Corwin and our own Proctor Knott 
injured a flood of sunshine us well os 
wisdom and learning into tho public 
life of their time—making for the 
genius of Amerlqun Statesmanship a 
gentler side and leaving to all time a 
blessed and immortul Trinity—leave 
him out? And at the precise moment 
when Democracy, which he served so 
valiantly and loved so well, seems to be 
regaining its anagosity. recovering its 
prestige and returning to the ono mod 
orn issue on which it has carried tho 
country; the key to the trend of the 
times; the cue to the political future; 
to-wlt, that internal taxation Vnuat be 
laid equally on and for all the people 
and that the impost duties, collected at 
the Custom Houses, shall be “for reve¬ 
nue only?"

Reconstructing San Francisco. 

The two Senators from California 
are not prepared Lo endorse tho propo¬ 
sition of Mr. New lands for tho recon 
struction of San Francisco by Govern¬ 
ment aid. They think that the Cali¬ 
fornia delegation ought to have been 
consulted before tho introduction of the 
measure. This Is a question of etl 
quoit** with which members of Congress 
concern themselves a good deal, but 
regarding which the outside public 
does not care much. The real question 
is whether San Francisco ought to be 
reconstructed at tho expense of tho 
country at large. The first suggestion 
on this subject that obtained much no¬ 
toriety camo from Mr. James D. Phelan, 
chairman of the Red Cross Committee 
of Sari Francisco. He proposed that 
the ctly of San Francisco should Issue 
bonds to the amount of $ 200 , 000 , 000 . and 
that the United States should guarantee 
them, the proceeds to be used In re¬ 
constructing the city. The guaranty by 
•the United States would Insure the ne¬ 
gotiation of the bonds at low Interest 
This would, of course, be a consum¬ 
mation much to be wished. The city 
of San Francisco would profit by the

must rise from Its ruins even more 
magnificent than it has been In the 
past. Tin* is not a matter of charity. 


but of business. The unfortunate must 
be cored for, but not necessarily at 
San Francisco. Many of them, per¬ 
haps. after haring saved out of th© 
wreck all that Is possible, will never 
again be seen In the unfortunate city. 
But the intention to rebuild Is general, 
because It Is believed that it is the 
proper thing to do; in other words, thai 
It will pay. This Is business, and noth¬ 
ing else. Charity does not enter Into 
it at all, beyond the general wish to 
give all proper help to those that have 
been unfortunate. 

We admire and applaud the spirit, the 
pluck exhibited by property owners In 
Ban Francisco In their determination 
that the city shall rise from its ashes. 
But our admiration is largely, one may 
say chiefly, founded on their faith in 
the future of the city which they will 
rebuild; that is. on the faith that the 
site has been well chosen and that they 
can well afford to rebuild IL But it 
ought not to be rebuilt any faster than 
the requirements of business, which axe 
great, shall demand. To promote its 
rebuilding by considerations entirely 
foreign to the question of expediency is 
to lay the foundation for future ills. 

The loaning of the credit of the 
United States seems a slight matter. 
That it would diminish the interest 
charge is taken for granted. But the 
high credit that the Government en¬ 
joys is not merely based upon its be¬ 
ing a Government. There are other 
countries larger than our own where 
credit is Inferior, and which must 
pay high rates on all money borrowed. 
Our low rates of Interest are In part 
based upon the fact that the credit of 
the Government Is chiefly employed for 
governmental purposes. A reversal of 
this policy would tend to a lowering of 
our credlL If it may be loaned to oue 
city. It will speedily be asked by others. 
All bad precedents are strenuously to 
be avoided. It does not yet appear 
that the making of such a precedent 
Is at all necessary. On the contrary, a 
good deal can be said tn favor of tho 
Idea that the reconstruction of a great 
city ought to proceed upon tho business 
principle involved. It Is entirely dis¬ 
tinguished from relief for the destitute, 
which is essentially charity. 

The losses at Ban Francisco are not 
yet ascertained. Some say that the 
current estimate of two hundred mil¬ 
lions is too small; that it will reach 
three hundred millions. The amount 
which will be refunded in Insurance is 
also in doubt, but it is admitted that 
a considerable part of tho loss will be 
so paid. At all events anything like 
national aid for reconstruction is un¬ 
timely. and must In any event wait 
upon future developments. 

Gov. Folk On Education. 

It was qulto a natural thing that 
Gov. Ffcdk’a address before the educa¬ 
tional conference at Lexington should 
deal principally with education as a 
fundamental factor In the making of 
a citizen, as distinguished from educa¬ 
tion as a means of individual polish 
and profit, for his public career has 
been devoted largely td the elevation of 
the standards of citizenship not only In 
Missouri but in the entire country. His 
thoughts run habitually to civic duties 
of Americans. Whatever contributes to 
tho maintenance and respect of law, 
the purification of politics and the in¬ 
tegrity of the ballot appeals to him. 
Consequently, while education Is a fine 
thing under any circumstances. Its im 
purtanc© in fitting ono to bear the re¬ 
sponsibilities of citizenship Is what con¬ 
cerns him mosL 

And the Govomor of Missouri dealt 
some powerful blows in his present* 
tlon of this phaso of the subject. It is, 
indeed, a truism, os ho described it, to 
say that “tho continuance of our Gov 
eminent as a government by tho peo¬ 
ple depends upon tho constant creition 
and wise use of educational facilities, 
but it is an important truth. The high¬ 
er tho general Intelligence of the vot- 
c*ri, the breeder and clearer their out¬ 
look; tho better trained and saner their 
powers of reasoning, the greater will 
bo their Government* which U but the 
embodiment of their own mentality as 
expressed by their votes. In an autoc¬ 
racy. granting that the people* are oon 
tent, the mental equipment of the ruler 
Is what counts, it causing little differ¬ 
ence. as far as government methods or 
standards are concerned, whether the 
people at large are barbarous or schol¬ 
ars; in a republic the case Is the re¬ 
verse, since the people themselves are 
the rulers, and It is their general aver¬ 
age of enlightenment which controls the 
standard of government. 

ft is for the common schools, there¬ 
fore—the schools which tak© hold of the 
child and during his earliest years of 
life begin to mold his mind and charac¬ 
ter—that Gov. Folk pleads with the 
greatest earnestness. These affect the 
very foundation of a republican gov 
ernment. A splendid common school 
system Is the great desideratum. Any¬ 
thing done to extend It should be hailed 
by all Americans. Aside from the value 
of education In contributing to Indi¬ 
vidual happiness and earning capacity, 
ks value to the State Is inestimable. He 
does a great patriotic service, as well 
as humane, who helps to put the com¬ 
mon school within reach of all, no mat¬ 
ter tn what remote region they inay 
live nor what may be their handicap 
through crushing poverty. Jn this con¬ 
nection Gov. Folk says happily; 

| “It is well enough for men uf wealth to

The need is to educate, 
not only the head to moke men brilliant, 
but th© hands to make men useful, and 
the heart to make them true and patriot. 
Ic. In foreign lands ruled over by Kings 
and Emperors the child that Is destined 
to be a sovereign is educated with spe¬ 
cial reference to fitting him for the duties 
that will devolve upon him tn future 
years. We too often do not realize that, 
with us, every child wjg be a sovereign, 
and too little attention is paid In th© 
schools to Instilling into the minds and 
hearts of the youth of the land the sacred 
duties of sovereignty In a free country, 
where every man Is a king " 


The President and the Trusts. 

To-day will mark a v^ry Important 
epoch In the history of the Kate Reg¬ 
ulation Bill In the Senate, as. under 
the agreement, it Is announced that It 
will then be taken up and the various 
amendments considered. The coming 
©vent hus additional interest from the 
fact that the report of the investiga¬ 
tion of the Standard Oil Trust will also 
be sent by the President, accompanied 
by a characteristic message, showing 
the relations of the trusts to the rail¬ 
roads in the matter of rebutes and dis¬ 
criminations prejudicial to the general 
public. The Oil Trust, while known to 
be os much Interested In defeating the 
Rate Bill as tho railroads, has nutde a 
merit of not appearing openly to be en¬ 
gaged in efforts to defeat IL Yet to 
those experienced in such matters, who 
know the influences which prompt sev¬ 
eral of the most prominent opponents 
of the measure, the case is very plain. 
And so It undoubtedly is to the Presi¬ 
dent, who is not likely to mines mat¬ 
ters in his forthcoming message. 

There have been Indications of the 
weakening of the lines of opposition to 
the President’s policy in regard to a 
reformation in the matter of railroad 
tariffs. His contest has been an 
arduous one, with such great power us 
has always been wielded by the trusts 
combined against him. But with the 
Democratic members of both houses 
practically a unit in his support, he 
seems to have sufficiently divided the 
Republican strength to Insure the suc¬ 
cess of his measure. 

Mark Twain. 

Mark Twain has made two announce¬ 
ments recently which will be received 
with regret by a large number of the 
American people who have been so 
long entertained by his lecture* and 
current writings. Having been offered 
$ 1,000 to deliver & lecture on a late oc¬ 
casion. be declined, and announced that 
he would never again deliver another 
for pay. adding that as he 
liked to hear himself talk, he expected 
to do his share of it, but never for 
money. This will necessarily deprive 
the general public the opportunity 
of hearing him lecture, as hus long been 
his custom, and will limit his audiences 
chiefly to social or other special gath¬ 
erings. His last announcement. Just 
mode public on the eve of going to his 
summer home In New Hampshire, is 
to tho effect that there he would spend 
two hours a day In dictating his auto¬ 
biography to a stenographer, and that 
this would be the last literary work he 
would ever do. As he Is but little turn¬ 
ed of seventy, with, as all will hope, 
many years of cheerful old age yet be¬ 
fore him. this will be on acute disap¬ 
pointment to the world-wide circle of 
his admirers. His announcement has 
very much the nature of a valedictory 
which will create general surprise and 
regret 


If there Is one man on earth to whom 
the Czar of Russia should be pro¬ 
foundly and eternally grateful, that 
man is Sergius Witte. Whether Witte's 
deeds are the results of good fortune 
or the achievements of genius, the fact 
remains that he “saved the Czar’s 
face" at the close of the war between 
Russia and Japan, he towered above 
tho elements of rebellion and destruc¬ 
tion in Russia a few months ago and 
subdued them, he preserved the Czar's 
peace and bolstered up his throne dur¬ 
ing the period of clamor and blood¬ 
shed, he advised the course which the 
Czar followed to bring the masses to 
terms, and he negotiated foreign loans 
which Russia needed sorely and which 
for awhile seemed Impossible of ob- 
talnment. It is difficult to imagine 
what greater service any man could 
do another, although this other be an 
Emperor, than Witte has done Nich¬ 
olas. And yet, now that the crisis has 
passed, Nicholas dismisses him. Were 
the discharge due to Irreconcilable dif¬ 
ferences In ideas of policy, the episode 
would be not only comprehensible but 
reasonable; but the differences In this 
regard apparently are not so big as 
a barn door, and the situation seems 
to be ascribable mainly to the feeble 
nature and shallow mJnd of Nicholas, 
who has given ear to the blandish¬ 
ments of Witte's enemies and fallen tn 
with their conspiracies. So out goes 
Witte as Premier, and in goes a man 
whom he hates, as though the Czar 
would rub it in. Poor, weak Nicholas!

He said It was Important that 
It should be printed, as everybody was 
interested In It. Mr. Embry said: 

'You need not worry about tt being 
printed. It will be printed all right. 
There are two gentlemen here waiting 
to copy It. and they will *ee to it that 
It 1* printed.'* 

Mr. Knecht stUl .Insisted on his mo¬ 
tion, and when some of the other mem¬ 
bers assured him It would be given pub¬ 
licity he *ald: 

"1 want the same publicity a* wan 
given the charge that because two of 
my son* worked for the gas company 
I was Influenc'd In my vote. I want to 
say that I think that was a little thing 
to do. to drag that up against me or 
thorn. They are both earning an hon¬ 
est living and ought to be working, and 
Mr. Haldcman ought to be glad they 
are earning an ( honest living and not 
throw It up to me. One of those boy* 
has been there for twelve year* and 
has given gor^l sendee. I think It was 
wrong In Mr. Watt arson to bring It 
up. and 1 think if 1 had no more to 
work on than that 1 would have 
dropped It and shut up." 

The chair explained to 31 r. Knecht 
that the report would be printed even 
though It was not ordered spread on 
the records. Tills satisfied Mr. Knecht, 
who withdrew hi* motion. The report 
was then received and filed. With the 
report of the committee were filed two 
voluminous documents containing the 
stenographic report of the testimony 
given before the committee. 

Th* Investigating Committee was 
finally dimdiarged by the B*»&nl of Al¬ 
dermen. ami will hold no more sessions.

versation ensued. Judge Hamilton, It will 
be remembered. Is a Wwtem Jockey 
Club sympathiser who is tlstcd for the 
position of presiding judge st tho Douglas 
Park track. The Dougins Park people. 
It will also be reruembePW, applie<J to 
the commission for racing dsten several 
dsvs ago and the appUcatMi wa* refused. 

When these men met yesterday Judge 
Hamilton asked Col. Chinn whether the 
commission would grant Douglas Park 
dates for a race meeting to begin at the 
close of the present meeting at Churchill 
Downs. Col. Chinn replied that he could 
not anticipate what the commission would 
do. as he was only on© of ths Avo mem¬ 
bers. Judge Hamilton then asked him 
how lie felt about the matter from a per¬ 
sonal standpolnt. 

••Well, my Idea Is." replied Col. Chinn, 
“that th© commission should eee to It 
that the tboroughlired turf it not ruined 
by clashes In date*, friction ©r too much 
of racing. I am speaking inertly from the 
standpoint of a breeder. 

“Col Cnlnn, wo have between eight 
hundred nnd one thousand horses at Lou- 
iRVlUe. Memphis and t-ls©wb«re in this 
section, and we wjmt a place for them to 
race. We will have a fin© plant out here 
At Douglas Park, nnd I wast to ask you 
*s a man and a breeder If you do not 
think we sro entitled to our portion of 
the date?’* 

“I want to say.** replied Cbl. Chinn, 
“that l am down here to see how the 
meeting at Churchill Ix»wns is conducted 
and also to ascertain If p^ssAile whether 
Louisville is large enough to support u 
race meeting of more than thirty days, 
personally l am of the opinion that Louis¬ 
ville is not large enough to support sixty 
days’ racing in th© spring, but 1 may he 
mistaken.

N EW YORK. May l—Orders for a 
rigid Investigation of the alleged 
administering of mercury to Lou 
Dillon, who was defeated In the 
Gold Cup race In 1»>4 by Major Dolmnr. 
were Issued to-day by the Board of Re¬ 
view of the National Trotting Association. 
The Investigation la to be held at Ler- 
Ington. Kv.. next month. 

E. E. Smathers. the horse owner, who 
drove Major Delmar In thla race, was 
present with attorney to-day at tho 
board's meeting. Murray Howe, who 
represents the Memphis Trotting Asso¬ 
ciation, which preferred the charges, did 
not appear, and the board therefore dis¬ 
missed the charge* against Mr. Smathers 
without prejudice and fixed upon a later 
date for the Investigation. 

Explaining tho failure of attorneys for 
tho Memphis Trotting Association to ap¬ 
pear to-day before the board to press Us 
charges that Lou Dillon was drugged. 
Mr. Cloonan, of counsel for the Memphis 
Association, said: 

"The board notified Gen. Tracey and 
myself that the hearing would proceed 
this morning at 11 o'clock. If the board 
lmd waited until 11 o'clock it would have 
taken no action In the promises, for an 
Injunction issued by the Supreme Court 
would have been served upon them. But 
at 9:20 o'clock one of Smathers' counsel 
stated that an Injunction was anticipated, 
and so the board concluded apparently 
to anticipate the Injunction, for It met at 
10 o'clock Instead of 11 and promptly dis¬ 
missed the matter. 

"But that action will not prevent a 
trial of this case before a court and 
Jury.” 

Mr. Smathers filed the following affi¬ 
davit with the Board of Review: 

First—That said charge Is wholly, In all 
respects, false and untrue, and he denies 
each and every statement therein con¬ 
tained. 

Second—That said charge Is vague and 
Indefinite, and he does not know on what 
pretended acts of misconduct on hi* part 
the same may be based, but whatever 
they are, or may be, he absolutely denies 
them and states that no fraud was com¬ 
mitted by him In the race between Major 
Delmar and Lou Dillon on October 18. 
1904; and that he did not. either person¬ 
ally or otherwise, tamper In any manner 
with Lou Dillon with Intent to atop her 
aald rare, or Instigate any other person 
or persona to so tamper with aald Lou 
Dillon. 

An affidavit signed by Orlando D. Ham¬ 
mond. of Memphis, attorney and son of 
the late Judge Hammond, of the United 
States District Court, was also submit¬ 
ted to the board. The affidavit states: 

"£ witnessed the race between Lou 
Dillon and Major Delmar on the Billings 
Park track, Memphis, October 18. D04. 

After the race 1 was standing near the 
Judges’ stand when Mr. Billings, owner 
of Lou Dillon, came from tho track Into 
the open space In front of the grand 
stand. It wo* Immediately after the race, 
and several of Mr. Billings' friends 
crowded around him to express their re- 

f rrets at the defeat of his horse. 1 over- 
teard him say to a gentleman standing 
near that (he mare had been under the 
weather fur several days. I had no direct 
conversation with Mr. Billings, but was 
naturally interested and distinctly heard 
the remark above recited. I cannot swear 
that these are the precise w r ords. but his 
statement was that the nmre had been 
under the weather." 

The board then adopted an order. In 
which, after repeating tho charges of 
Lou Dillon’s rase. It said: 

"The failure of the Memphis Assorts 
tlon to bring evidence to sustain the 
Charges cannot prevent us from sifting 
this matter to the bottom, and we shall 
take steps on our own motion without re¬ 
lation to either party, and proceed with 
a rigid Investigation." 

Finding that the Memphis Trotting As¬ 
sociation was not represented. R P. 
Johnson, of Lexington. Ky., chairman of 
the board, saJd: 

“In order that said report and charges 
shall havs the fullest Investigation and 
the true facts ascertained In connection 
therewith and justice be meted out to all 
parties concerned, the secretary of the 
National Trotting Association is ordered 
and directed to bOcure and present nil 
evidence and witnesses In connection 
therewith to this board at an adjourned 
meeting to be held at the Phoenix Hotel, 
Lexington. Ky., on June 1. 1906, at 10 a. m.

COMPILATION OF ORDINANCES 


Incineration of garbage and the use 
of the plant which wo* built by the city 
six years ago. Is being urged by I>r. 
M. K. Allen, the City Health Officer, 
who expect* to tnke up the matter with 
the Board of Public Works and tho 
Mayor In the next few days. I>r. Allen 
will urge the Importance of incinerating 
certain clossea of garbage, especially 
the refuse from the markets and butch¬ 
er and fish shop* of the city. He will 
urge that the Incinerating plant, which 
wo* built by the city at a cost of 123,600 
be put to some use other than as a dog- 
pound, as wrhlch It la now serving. 

"It Is absurd for a city of 240,000 per¬ 
sons to dispose of Its garbage by dump¬ 
ing It In some neglected spot where It 
Is not only an offense to the sense* but 
an actual menace to health," said Dr. 
Allen. "Tills method of disposing of 
garbage belongs to the dark ages, and 
no modem oity of any slxe In the coun¬ 
try scatters filth and dl*eas4' over its 
surface In this way. Dogs, cats nnd ro¬ 
dents are attracted to the dump by the 
RkmJ supply. They go from that place 
into the homes of the people of the city 
and carry the germs of diphtheria, scar 
let and oth^r fevers, a.ntl ill that way 
keep those diseases prevalent. This has 
been going on for years and It Is time 
It was stopped. 

"The Mayor should put Into use the 
Incinerator which we have. I traveled 
over the country considerably, visiting 
many cltle*. to study the Incineration 
of garbage, and the plant w*as built, 
but It ha* never been used. I will try 
to have It used again, for I believe that 
It 1* one of the best way* to prevent 
the spread of diseases in the city. -Take 
the fish markets. Even* night there 
are many pounds of spoiled fish left 
and this Is dumped with the rest of 
the garbage where It Is offensive to 
the sense of smell. If we had the In¬ 
cinerator In operation, all this fftuff 
could be burned and destroyed." \ 

The city Incinerator was built about 
slx*y«ini ago during the administra¬ 
tion of Charles P. Weaver. It w*a* lo¬ 
cated at Hancock and Kentucky 
streets, and cost $23,500. The company 
w r h1ch built It gave a guarantee for one 
year. The plant wo* used once, but 
adjoining property owners brought suit 
for damages, on the ground that It was 
a nuisance and secured n verdict. Since 
that time the plant has been Idle and 
no effort has been made to put It to 
any use. In connection with the Incin¬ 
eration of garbage, an ordinance was 
passed requiring property owners to 
separate ashes from gartxige, each to 
be placed In a separate barrel. Thi* 
ordinance is still In effect, but It Is not 
enforced. Recently the Board of Pub¬ 
lic Safety found some use for the In¬ 
cinerator and located the dog pound 
there, po as to save the city the money 
w'htch w’ould have to be paid for rent 
If any other location was selected. 

COMPILATION OF ORDINANCES 

Completed By Daniel E. O’SuUiean 
and Issued By City. 

Large calf-bound volumes containing 
(he ordinance* of th$ city and the char¬ 
ter. w ith the nmendYnents made by the 
Inst General Assembly, were issued 
yesterday from the City Attorney's of 
Pee. The hooka were the sixth biennial 
compilation of the city ordinance*, 
which wax arranged by Daniel E. O'Sul¬ 
livan. Assistant City Attorney, who 
was assigned to the work by Judge A. 
E. Richards, the City Attorney. The 
compilation 1* required to be Issued 
every tw'o years, and a copy I* P**°- 
vlded each member of the General 
Council. All the city officials are also 
provided with them, nnd copies are sent 
to other cltle* which may ask for them. 

The volume is the largest of any 
which has been Issued, containing near¬ 
ly 1,000 pages. It Is carefully annotated 
and Indexed, this work also having been 
done by Mr. O'Sullivan. The index Is 
better arrang»*d than the previous one 
nnd any subject In the book can be 
found with little trouble. 

Permit For Courthouse Repair*. 

Magistrate Edward O'Connor yester 
day wax Issued a permit for the repnlr 
work on the Courthouse, and work was 
begun yesterday afternoon. The per¬ 
mit wax Issued by Samuel Webb, As¬ 
sistant Building Inspector, and the 
whole building Is to be made fireproof, 
nnd many changes made w*hlch will add 
to the general wifety and convenience 
of the work done In the Courthouse. 

Patrolmen Appointed. 

The Board of Public Safety ye*ter- 
dav appointed Charles F. Brown and 
Daniel E. Rnftory to be patrolmen, to 
fill vacancies caused by the dismissal of 
two men. The men went to work yes¬ 
terday. They were well recommended.

Washington. May 3.—A special mes¬ 
sage was sent to Congress to-day by 
President Roosevelt, In which he ex¬ 
plained the attitude of this Govern¬ 
ment regarding the offer of contribu¬ 
tions to the 8nn Francisco fire and 
earthquake sufferers from foreign 
countries. The President says that 
where contributions were made to this 
Government he did not feel warranted 
in accepting them, but where they were 
made to the Citlxerts’ Relief Commit¬ 
tee of 8nn Francisco no official action 
was taken or could he taken In regard 
to them. 

The message Indicates that the Gov¬ 
ernments of the entire civilized world 
promptly responded In messages of 
sympathy and many of them with con¬ 
tributions or offers of contributions. 

The text of the message follows: 

To tho Semite and House of Representa¬ 
tives: Immediately after the disaster at 
Sun Francisco many offer* of assistance 
In the shape of contributions wvre ten¬ 
dered by foreign Individuals, corporation*. 
Governments and tnunlclpalltJe*. The 
Canadian Government, with an Instant 
generosity, peculiarly pleasant a* a proof 
of Die dose and friendly tie* which knit 
u* to our neighbor* of the North, offered 
to adopt a resolution appropriating $100,- 
000 for tho relief of tho sufferer* hr earth¬ 
quake and fire. With a generosity equal¬ 
ly marked and equally appreciated, the 
Republic of Mexico, our nearest nelghl»or 
to the South, voted to appropriate $.Mt.o*>, 
and the Republic of Guatemala \oted to 
appropriate HO.OOO for the same purpose. 
The Empress of China. In addition to 
sending money to be used for the Chinese 
who suffered In San Francisco, offered 
to i>end more than double us much to be 
used for the Inhabitants generally. The 
Japanese Government Immediately offered 
to send across the ocean one of their 
beautifully equipped hospital-ships to be 
used in any way for the sufferers, and 
abo offered 200,000 yen to the Relief Com¬ 
mittee In addition to more than 100,000 yen 
sent by Japanese subjects. The Govern¬ 
ment of far distant New’ Zealand voted 
$25.00(1. The Government of Martinique 
voted 1.0CTJ francs; the municipality of 
Edmonton. Canada. $1,000. Muny munici¬ 
palities. corporation* and Individuals In 
England. Germany, France, Japan, CTubn 
and other countries Immediately proffered 
aid. Where these offers of aid were 
mnde to the private relief commltte*** or¬ 
ganised to deal with the distress in San 
Francisco I have, of course, no official 
action to take concerning them. Where 
they were tendered to me In my official 
capacity I did not feel warranted In ac¬ 
cepting them. But 1 am certain 1 give 
utterance to the feelings of all our coun¬ 
trymen when I express my very lively 
appreciation of tho warm-hearted gen¬

A rib wo* bent Inward against his 
lungs, from which it was said, though 
not asserted in the case, that pneumonia 
developed later, which caused his death. 
The action was only for pain nnd suffer¬ 
ing endured by Phillip* while he was 
alive. Tlv railroad admitted negligence 
In having Its gates up, but asserted that 
Phillip* waa guilty or contributory negli¬ 
gence by being half asleep on his wagon 
when he drove across the tracks. This 
was denied by tho plaintiff. 

A former trial of the case November 
9. 1905. resulted in a verdict of 85.200 
for the plaintiff, which, however, was 
set aside bcca<

Berry was tnken before Lawrence 
Yonts, United States Commissioner at 
Hopkinsville, and was held to answer 
to the Federal grand Jury at Owens¬ 
boro In the sum of $600. Berry gave 
bond for his appearance. Court will 
convene tn Owensboro Monday, when 
the Federal grand Jury will take up 
Berry's case. 

DATA OF RAINFALL 


Asked of Weather Bureau By Sewor 
Commission. 

F. J. Walz. district forecaster for the 
Louisville weather bureau, has been 
called on by the Louisville Sewer Com¬ 
mission for data as to the heaviest 
rnJnfolls In Louisville since the estab 
llshment of the weather bureau serv¬ 
ice here. It will take several day* to 
oomplle the desired Information, which 
Mr. Walz la glad to furnish. The main 
point in the Information wanted by the 
commission Is the heaviest ralnfaJls 
for twenty-four hours and the heaviest 
fall for an hour. It Is stated that such 
Information Is necessary in order to 
form correct estimate* a* to what Is 
needed In sewer* to prevent floods In 
the city. 

The record® in the local office show 
that the heaviest rainfall In Louisville 
In twenty-four hours for past thirty 
five years wns July 4. 1896, when 6.60 
inches fell. In one hour on that date 
the rainfall wus 2.70 inches. The next 
biggest rainfall in twenty-four hours 
was August 24, 1879, when 4.34 inches 
fell. April 16, 1880. the rainfall was 
4.06 for twenty-four hour*. Of course, 
the report that will be furnished the 
commission by Mr. Walz will be a 
complete record of the rainfall for the 
last thirty-five years. 

DECISION TO-MORROW 

In Federal Court Case Involving 
$46,000 For Supplies. 

Judge Evans, of the United States 
Court, will hand down his decision to¬ 
morrow In the case of the National Se 
curlty Company of New York against 
Willard A Cornwall, Involving the .sum 
of $46,000 for supplies and material for 
the construction of a Took and dam In 
Warrior river In Alabama. The Na¬ 
tional Security Company was surety 
for Willard & Cornwall for $60,000 for 
the construction of the work. The con¬ 
tract afterward was turned over to 
Hardaway A Prowell. The work was 
finished and firms who furnished labor 
and supplies to the subcontractors were 
not pab^f These filed suit against the 
Nationa^tecurlty Company. 

The case was heard by Henry F. Cas 
sin. United States Commissioner, some 
lime ago. He gave Judgment against 
the National Security Company for 
about 346.000. holding that they were 
responsible for supplies and labor fur¬ 
nished by subcontractors. The Nation¬ 
al Security Company appealed from the 
decision of Commissioner Cassln.

Robert H. Locke. Democratic election 
clerk In the Thirteenth precinct of tho 
Ninth ward, charged with unlawfully 
permitting official ballots to be removed 
by a person not authorised by law 
was tried In the Criminal Court yester¬ 
day. After considering the case for 
nearly two hours, the Jury announced 
that It could not agree, and finally was 
discharged. It was later ascertained 
that three of the jurors were for con¬ 
viction. while nine voted for acquittal. 

Locke was accused of having given 
up the ballots to an unknown man who 
boro an order to which the name of 
John W, Green, acting sheriff of elec¬ 
tion. had been forged. The prosecution 
blamed^hlm^for having parted with 
them without demanding a receipt or of 
having surrendered them at all without 
better authority. Locke contended that 
he had let them go In good faith. 

Joseph M. Huffaker, Commonwealth's 
Attorney, delivered a vigorous plea for 
conviction. At the outset Mr. Huffaker 
said: 

*Tf has been charged by the public 
press of this community, and by the 
press of the nation, that any rnan In 
any eleotlon held in this county might 
outrage and rape the ballot, and then 
come into the Jefferson Circuit Court 
and go acquit; and I am sorry, gentle¬ 
men, that In tho pa«t the records of 
this court unfortunately show' that 
those charges are true. Now, I am 
here to-day to endeavor to do my duty, 
as I feel that you want to do yours, 
and In the performance of my duty 
I shall argue this case and present the 
Commonwealth** side to you, and I 
shall endeavor to do It Justly and fair¬ 
ly. I have no feeling against this de¬ 
fendant, and I try him only a® a man 
charged with crime, believing in my 
soul that he is guilty."

WRITES OF FIGHTING 

FLAMES IN ’FRISCO. 


Mrs. Fannie R. Hoyt. 920 Fourth ave¬ 
nue. ho® received a letter from Capt. 
Orrln Rawson Wolfe, of tho Twenty- 
second United States Infantry, sta¬ 
tioned at Angel Island.

Further along he declared that Locke 
was entirely familiar with the duties 
of election officers, having served In 
that capacity many times heretofore. 
For this reason ho charged that the 
defendant knew he was In the wrong 
when he gave up the ballot book, ajid 
that he did it wilfully and feloniously. 

Reviewing the details of the case fur¬ 
ther, Mr. Huffaker appealed for a ver¬ 
dict. In conclusion he declared: 

’The law provides a serious and 
heavy penalty, and I say that it should; 
because, gentlemen, what are the con¬ 
sequences of such unlawful acts as 
this? If the most sacred rights of free¬ 
men. If the rights for w'hlch our an¬ 
cestors fought and bled shall be thus 
wantonly trampled and violated as they 
have been In this case. I say that the 
law cannot he too severe, and w^hat was 
the result In this particular Instance? 
Because of his unlawful act there w'as 
no election held In that precinct, and 
three or four hundred Americans, law¬ 
fully entitled to exercise the rights of 
freemen, were deprived of that sacred I 
privilege. I say to you. gentlemen, that 
If such things are to be tolerated, if 
men who ure guilty of these aevs 
to. go unpunished In your court of 
justice, then I say that the law is a | 
mockery and our republic will fall. A 
great man has said that the ballot ex¬ 
ecutes a freeman's will as lightning 1 
does the will of God. Take that right j 
from us, nnd we are no better than the | 
serfs of Russia.” _
